York-Adams district; Rush C. Lit- 
tle, Hanover: Bernard Sevel, York, 


SIMMONS ASKS 
CLEMENCY OF

A petition for clemency, based in 


part on the contention that Robert 
Staley. Mechanicsburg, ana not he, 
planned the robbery which ended in 
the murder of Herbert Humpert, Ty- 
rone Township farmer, and that it 
is unfair for the- planner of the 
crime to escape with a life sentence 
while he pays with his life, has been 
filed by Ray H. Simmons, Me- 
chanicsburg R. D., with the Penn- 
sylvania Board of Pardons. 


A copy of the application, which 


asks commutation of the 
death 


sentence to "whatever the pardon 
board deems suitable," has been re- 
ceived by District Attorney Daniel 
E. Teeter, the latter said today. The 
application was signed and sworn 
to by Simmons, Teeter said. 


Blames Staley 


In the new appeal to save him- 


self from the electric chair, Sim- 
mons quotes Staley as saying that "I 
did it, Simmons was too drunk." 
Simmons, in the application, further 
declares that Staley "duped" him, 
that it was Staley who "planned it 
all," and that he, Simmons, remem- 
bers nothing of what occurred. 


The application further cites testi- 


mony at the trial here that Sim- 
mons is a constitutional psychopath, 
and that he was discharged from 
the TJ. S. Marine Corps for this 
mental condition. 


Cites "Good Conduct" 


The application also cites Sim- 


mons' record: a conviction in 1939 
on a motor code violation; convic- 
tion for malicious mischief in 1941; 
an acquittal on a robbery charge in 
1943; a conviction for conspiracy to 
commit robbery in 1944 and a rob- 
bery conviction in 1945.

AFTER FIGHT 


Seven defendants last week signed 


pleas of guilty before Justice of the 
Peace Claude Straley, New Oxford, 
six to disorderly conduct charges and 
one to a charge of reckless driving, 
which grew out of a "free-for-all" 
fight in Center square at New Ox- 
ford at 11:15 p. m. November 19, it 
was learned today. Squire Stanley 
refused to give out the names of 
the defendants. 


One man was stabbed in the left 


side, the blade of a knife barely 
missing his lung, while several others 
suffered injuries of less serious na- 
ture, including cut lips and broken 
teeth, according to New Oxford 
Police Chief Anthony Maaske. The 
fight, its origin clouded by several 
different stories told by participants 
and bystanders, lasted about 20 min- 
utes, the officer added. 


The victim of the stabbing was 


characterized as one of the ring 
leaders. One man charged with reck- 
less driving was not involved in the 
fight, but was arrested after he 
drove, recklessly,, away from the 
scene of the embroglio helping an- 
other man to escape. 


The si* defendants charged with

WORLD'S NEED, 
REV, FISHER SAYS 


"New 
men" who have been re- 


newed through "a personal en- 


man and God" must 


be found before wrongs in _our world 
will be righted'," the~Rev"" Wallace E. 
Fisher, pastor of the Christ Lu- 
theran church here,-told 97 members 
and guests of the Gettysburg Lions 
club Monday evening at the Shetter 
House. 


Speaking on "Democracy's 
Un- 


finished Business," the Rev. Mr. 
Fisher declared that the only con- 
structive approach to a considera- 
tion of our democracy's problems 
"requires intellectual integrity and 
the emotional stability to appreciate 
the American heritage and generate 
the processes of self-criticism." 
Complete Democracy Not Achieved 


He continued: "Broadly speaking, 


we have political democracy even 
though the Civil Rights bill is still 
an issue and political machines have 
a strong hand in the outcome of 
elections. 


'•Economic democracy is painfully 


and poignantly limited and as for 
social democracy, we simply do not 
have it in this country. If we are 
to achieve our brave new world, we 
need new men and to renew men 
we must go back to the words about 
spiritual re-birth that Nicodemus 
was given. We've got to change 'I, 
me and mine' to 'thou, thee and 
thine.' We've got to broaden our in- 
terests and sympathies and our con- 
structive activities beyond our own 
little circle of family and friends. 
That takes a personal encounter 
between God and man."

SPEAKER LAUDS 
U. S. ECONOMY 


BEFORE ROTARY 


Americans were advised to "stop 


apologizing for our economy," by E. 
B. Romig, manager of the Harris- 
burg Social Security office in a talk 
given Monday evening before the 
local Rotary club at its regular 
meeting in the YWCA. 


"Ours is the only realistic econo- 


my, and the only one that has 
worked, and worked so successfully 
that even the poorest today have 
comforts that even kings did not 
have a few hundred years ago," 
Romig said. 


"Why should we apologize for our 


economy? America is today at the 
pinnacle of world influence, and an 
economy that puts a nation there 
certainly must have some value to it. 


'We are so familiar with the many 


blessings our economy gives is that 
we forget those blessings come from 
that economy. 


Scores Objections 


"There are at least four main ob- 


jections raised to our economy, and 
none of them are valid. We hear the 
complaint that the great majority of 
the American people are not capital- 
ists, that only the very wealthy are 
capitalists and the rest have no 
stake in capitalism. 


"Well, there are 70.000.000 Ameri- 


cans who own life insurance policies, 
there 
are 
40,000.000 who have 


savings accounts and 15,000,00 own 
their own homes. And that is an ex- 
cellent definition of a capitalist, one 
who owns his own home, has a sav- 
ing account and has a life insur- 
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o'clock.

A crew member, who 
staggered, dazed and bleeding, to 
a nearby house, said one of the en­ 
gines was afire and he had stopped 
the other three.

Nearly two hours after the crash 
officers described the situation as 
“organized chaos." 
Firemen were 
still pulling charred and rigid bodies 
from the twisted wreckage.

Good Inspection Report 


Walter A. Doud, administrator for 


the hospital, said that the recent 
Fire Prevention Week inspection of 
the hospital showed it to be "in 
very good shape'' according to the 
inspectors. He added that the in- 
spectors had termed the proposed 
fire doors as an "excellent precau- 
tionary measure" but had not felt 
they were absolutely necessary at the 
present time. The proposed doors 
are of the type held open by a 
fusion link. When a fire occurs, the 
heat melts the link and the doors 
close automatically preventing fire 
from entering the other section of 
the building. 


Administrator Doud also spoke on 


objections which he said some are 
making to the booklet system for 
fund raising. Under the booklet plan, 
letters are sent to various people in 
the county at regular periods seek- 
ing a donation. Doud said that some 
have gotten a wrong impression in 
believing that the cost of sending 
out the booklets may reach 40 per 
cent of the amount received through 
the system. The solicitation program 
is conducted by a company on a flat 
basis of approximately four per cent 
for administrating the solicitation 
system, mailing out the booklets and 
the like. Thus, approximately 96 
cents out of every $1 collected goes 
to the hospital he said.

Today's Talk

BOOK EVANGELIST 


My attention has been called to 


the hobby of a millworker in the 
Carnegie Illinois Irvin works, at 
Clairton. Pa. His name is Joseph 
Kotcka. He had to quit school in his 
youth to help support his hard- 
working Slavic family, but he got 
to reading about Notre Dame Uni- 
versity, its football team, and espe- 
cially of its generosity in giving 
scholarships to boys from large 
families of foreign descent who, like 
himself, might never get a college 
education. 


Joe thought that such a school 


should get wide encouragement, and 
he saw a chance for himself. Each 
week he saved a certain amount of 
money from hs salary and bought 
books of current interest, read them 
and then sent them to the library 
of Notre Dame. He has. to date, sent 
1,500 
copies and is said to be the 


largest individual giver of books to 
that institution. And Joe has re- 
ceived no end of joy because of his 
thought-fulness. 
These books first 


helped to educate himself. 
.. This is a good tip for many an- 
other who has been deprived of a 
higher education. On the other 
hand, I would say that what this 
millworker has done, and is doing, 
establishes him as a valuable cog in 
the great machinery of higher edu- 
cation. Just think of the influence 
of all those books which he has 
presented from the fruits of his 
daily toil! Who can measure their 
value and inspiration to others? 


I think I can rightfully term Joe

Vatican City, Nov. 29 (/P)—Pope 


Pius IX Monday suggested universal 
observance of America's traditional 
Thanksgiving Day. 


He told a group of visiting Ameri- 


can Congressmen: 


"Our heart is touched and com- 


forted by this recurring evidence— 
and would that it were universal— 
of one of vthe very first charges 
linked to the mission of responsi- 
ble statesmanship." 


He reminded the legislators that 


to be sincerely grateful for God's 
gifts "commits a public servant to 
a program as well as a proclama- 
tion." 


This program, he added, "must 


imply a sensitiveness, a delicate and 
determined adjustment of mind and 
heart to the divine, as well as to 
the merely human rights and inter- 
ests that press for recognition and 
protection x x x especially during 
these critical days of reconstruc- 
tion in the sector of international 
economy and finance." 


"Thanks To God" 


"Thanks be, then, first and last 


to God," the Pope declared. 


The Pope called on the Congress- 


men to "revere His most holy will 
in your fulfilling of a sacred duty 
to your people." He invoked God's 
"ever more generous boon of light 
and strength" to the end that "you 
and all legislators may heed this 
call of a right conscience with 
courage and with constancy x x x." 


Referring to America's annual 


celebration of Thanksgiving last 
Thursday, the Pontiff said "the 
legislative and executive halls of 
your capitol have heard, in the days 
just past, the noble accents of a 
nation's prayer of Thanksgiving to 
the living God x x x."
